OUR board of selectmen have felt the responsibil- 
ities of their office more this year than in any 
previous year. So much is constantly needing at- 
tention on the highways and sidewalks that the 
amount of money appropriated seems very small in compar- 
ison. We have, however, this year endeavored to keep 

within the special and regular appropriations to the best of 
our ability, and we place before you the following 


REPORT OF THE WORK OF THE YEAR. 
HIGHWAYS. 


The highway from the organ shop past the depot to the 
church has been grayelled, and shows this winter, so far, that 
the gravel was put on sufficiently deep to overcome the frost. 
A large amount of work was done on the Stony Plain road. 
We found at the commencement of the year that this road 
was in a very poor condition; it was, therefore. thoroughly

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grayelled, the culvert entirely renewed, and drain-pipe placed 
in position to carry off the water. 

The Black Swamp road was trimmed out the whole length, 
and Village street gravelled and formed with the road scraper. 
With the special appropriation, the highway from Medfield 
to Thorne’s Corner was given a thorough gravelling, and 
the road now, instead of being sandy or muddy, is hard 
and firm the whole distance. On this part of the road almost 
$100 was spent for wooden railing, making the road very sate. 

In the South district the policy has been continued of 
working as thoroughly as possible with the means at hand the 
portions of road undertaken. Some long needed improve- 
ments haye been made in the past year and the roads are in 
fairly good condition. There are beds of good road gravel 
at several points in the district, a liberal use of which makes 
good and durable roads. 

The bridge over the canal at the Baltimore mill has been a 
menace to the public travel for a number of years, and a 
source of anxiety to the selectmen, owing to the inability to 
induce the owners of the mill to keep the bridge in repair. 
The burning of the mill last summer left the bridge in even 
a more dangerous condition than before. Considering the 
imminent danger of leaving the bridge in private hands, and 
the trouble and expense to which the town would be subject 
if a casualty should happen there, with the probable difficulty 
of recovering indemnity from the owners of the bridge, we have 
deemed it wise for the town to assume its support. A com- 
plete new bridge was therefore built at the cost of about sixty 
dollars. 


BRIDGES. 


The bridges and culverts this year have had special atten- 
tion paid to them. Medfield bridge was repaired ; Baltimore 
bridge was not only repaired but raised ; Dwight’s bridge on 
the Noon Hill road rebuilt ; the bridge on the Brick yard road 
planked. Six or eight culverts were not only repaired, but 
cleaned. The most important work on culverts was that con- 
tracted for opposite the J. W. Thompson & Co. boot and 
shoe factory at East Millis. This culvert was not only deep- 
ened, but was built the whole width of the street in the form 
of anarch. ‘The cost of the stone work was $300; one-third 
of the cost paid by the town; one-third by the Steel Edge 
Stamping and Retinning Co. ; one-third by J. W. Thompson & 
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Co.,.80 that the Town has practically a $300 culvert at an ex- 
pense to it of $100. 

The culyert over the stone bridge on the Holliston road 
was made safer on the highway by putting up solid birch 
railings. 

A large amount of Tepairing has been done on the high- 
ways all over the town, which it would be useless for ns to 
take up in detail. 


GUIDE-BOARDs. 


The guide boards are in good condition, but it will be 
necessary to put up many new ones this year, on the new 
streets which are to be placed before the town for acceptance. 


LAMPS, 


The last two years the town has been lighted by oil lamps 
placed at frequent intervals, and the light has been fairly 
good, but it is urgently requested by your selectmen that a 
thorough discussion be had on the question of lighting the 
town with electricity, which we trust will result in having 
the streets in the centre of the town lighted by electricity. 

Tt will help the growth of the town more than any one 
thing. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 


We recommend that the town appropriate $1500 for the 
regular highway and sidewalk work. We bring to your 
especial attention the need of the town for better side-walks 
and know that it is necessary to make a special appropriation 
for this particular work. The thaw during February showed 
gonclusively what our sidewalks needed. Where they were 
gravelled, they were in good condition ; where they were not 
Seeued, the mud was anywhere from two to four inches 

eep. 

Gravelled crossings should be made at various points 
through the town for the convenience of the people passing 
from one side of the street to the other.

The forest fires were one near the Holliston line ; the other 
over the Medway line, was stopped before crossing. 

At the paper-mill fire the alarm, by mistake, was given in 
“Medway” village instead of “ Rockville” village. The 
Medway company responded yery promptly ; also the Rock- 
ville, as no alarm was given in Millis. 

Five of the fires in buildings were of undoubted incen- 
diary origin, and were investigated as far as possible by the 
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engineers. Fire inquest was held in case of the Hall build- 
ing fire, but nothing satisfactory was brought out, the ver- 
dict being * Incendiary origin by parties unknown.” 

The past year has shown more than ever the great disad- 
vantage the fire department has to contend with in fighting 
fire without a water supply. The town owns one reservoir. 
the fire company one, and all other Supplies are uncertain, 
such as brooks, wells, private cisterns, ete. 

It is hoped the committee appointed to report in the April 
meeting will have something to meet this difficulty. 

The roof of Niagara house has been leaking badly for 
some time, and as the carpenters were there working on the 
lockup, ete., the engineers ordered the south side of the roof 
new shingled, whiek was done, but the bill did not come in 
before the closing of accounts, Feb. 24.

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By his accurate knowledge of the condition and needs of the 
schools, and by his long experience in the conduct of the 
same, he was better qualified than any other one of the town 
to aid in the advancement of our educational interests under 
the new regime. 


TEACHERS. 


There has been but one change in the corps of teachers. 
“Mr. W. W. Rowe retained his position in the Grammar 
school but fourteen weeks after the last annual report. He 
has been succeeded by Mr. Francis Abele, Jr... a graduate of 
the Bridgewater Normal School, who has given thus far satis- 
faction and proved himself a competent and efficient teacher. 
The other teachers have continued at their respective posts, 
and have maintained their well-earned reputation. Owing 
to the increase of pupils in the primary department of the 
Adams school, it has been found necessary to make a divi- 
sion and to provide an additional teacher for the two lower 
grades. Miss Ella J. Brown, a late graduate from Bridge- 
water Normal School, and highly recommended by the prin- 
cipal, has been engaged, and has entered upon her work. 
Doubtless there will be a necessity for adding one or two 
to the corps of teachers by the beginning of the next school 
year. 

SCHOOL-HOUSES. 


The size and conyenience of the Ellice and Daniell school- 
houses are such as to meet the present and prospective needs 
of the district in which they are situated. But for the 
Adams school-house there is an urgent demand for immediate 
enlargement in order to meet the requirements of the pres- 
ent, and, much more, the perspective increase of pupils in 
the district where it is located. Temporarily the urgent need 
has been met by fitting up one of the ante-rooms for the 
accommodation of the already increased number of pupils in 
the primary department, and by providing additional desks 
for the increase in the Grammar school. The ante-room thus 
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put to a temporary use is too contracted and inconvenient for 
the accommodation of the present number and entirely un- 
fitted for the smallest increase. The whole building also 
needs considerable in the way of repairs. 

After much careful inspection and study of the situation, 
your committee feel compelled to recommend to the citizens 
of Millis to make provision at their next annual meeting for 
the immediate enlargement and repair of the Adams school 
building. The present and the near future necessity will 
permit no delay. A plan for the same, with estimate of the 
expense, is in course of preparation, and will in due time be 
presented for your consideration. 

PROMOTIONS. 

A new system of promotion from grade to grade, and from 
school to school, has been deemed a necessity, and has been 
adopted on the recommendation of the superintendent. 
This system will be found clearly expressed in the report of 
the superintendent. We urge upon all parents and guardians 
to give it their careful attention. As will be seen upon peru- 
sal, provision has been made by which parents and guardians 
may be kept constantly informed of the progress or non- 
progress of those they commit to the charge of the schools. 
We earnestly request such to give their careful scrutiny to 
the monthly reports that may be sent to them, and to eo- 
operate with the teachers, as circumstances may require, to 
secure the best results of school work. 

DRAWING. 

The elementary principles and practice of drawing are by 
statute of the State required to be taught in our common 
schools. There has been manifest delinquency in respect to 
this requirement, and your committee are desirous of meet- 
ing this demand at an early date. 

TEACHERS’ LIBRARY. 

Your committee heartily endorse the recommendation of 

the superintendent in respect to this important need. 
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PUPILS’ LIBRARY LIST. 


The influence of a child’s reading upon the formation of 
character has been ably set forth in the report of the superin- 
tendent, and there is, therefore, no necessity here of enlarg- 
ing upon the subject. 

The superintendent has with great care and considerable’ 
labor prepared a list of such books as are to be found in our 
-publie library particularly adapted to the mental capacity of 
the pupils, and which, in the reading, would tend to improve 
the intellect and at the same time lay the foundation for a 
good moral character by exalting and purifying the motives 
of conduct. 

A printed catalogue of this selected list will soon be fur- 
nished each pupil, and it is hoped that parents will co-operate 
with the teachers in the endeavor to confine the children’s 
reading to the class of books here recommended and keep 
from their perusal the pernicious publications so much in 
vogue. 


THE MEDWAY HIGH SCHOOL. 


There are at present in the several classes twelve pupils. 
Two, Blanche W. Trufant and Charles Hollander, graduate 
this year. 

Tt is fortunate for the town of Millis that it can secure 
tuition for advanced pupils without the great expense of a 
separate high school. The cost of the instruction of each 
scholar, including railroad fare, is now about $40 per year.

Tt will be seen from this financial statement that there has 
been created a deficie icy to be provided for of $77.28. This 
deficiency was a matter of stern necessity, to provide for an 
unforseen expenditure, viz.; the fitting up of a new school- 
room for the accommodation of an increased number of 
pupils in the primary department of the Adams school, the 
cost of which was not far from the amount of deficiency. 

Furthermore, the amount received from the State fund in- 
come this year was nearly $40 less than last year. 

APPROPRIATIONS. 

It is a difficult matter in the present condition of our town 
to make an accurate estimate of the possible needs for school 
purposes during the coming financial year. An approxima- 
tion is all that can justly be expected. In the exercise of a 
careful judgment upon the probable demands for the educa- 
tion of the children that will be committed to our care, your 
committee recommend that not less than thirty-five hundred 
dollars be appropriated by the town for all school purposes 
during the current year. This appropriation is asked for in- 
dependent of the need to be provided for in the enlargement 
of the Adams school-house referred to in this report.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 


To the School Committee of the Town of Millis : 


GENTLEMEN,— In compliance with your request, I herewith 
submit my first report of the public schools of the town of 
Millis. 

Our schools have just completed what may fairly be con- 
sidered a satisfactory and successful year. he town is to 
be congratulated upon possessing a corps of competent, 
faithful, enthusiastic teachers, and a class of pupils generally 
well-behaved and industrious. The year has been marked 
by progress in many directions, despite the fact that Millis, 
like all towns of small and scattered school population, has, 
thus far, necessarily been hampered by a system of very in- 
complete grading. 

It is obvious that no school of forty or fifty members, em- 
bracing pupils of four or five different grades, can success- 
fully compete, either in quantity or quality of work accom- 
plished, with a school of equal numbers, composed wholly 
of individuals belonging to the same grade. In the former 
case, the multiplicity of classes effectually forbids the 
thorough teaching of any given subject, and necessitates 
hurried, superticial work on the part of the instructor; the 
attention of the pupils is distracted by the continual recita- 
tion and discussion of topics unsuited to their years, and the 
results obtained can rarely, if ever, be wholly satisfactory. 
In the latter, the limited number of classes permits the 
teacher to enter systematically and exhaustively upon a sub- 
ject; the topics taught being common to all, each child has 
an interest in every recitation and explanation, and progress 
is uniform and rapid. 
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The Daniell and Ellice schools, from their situation, are, 
and must for a long time, probably, continue to be un- 
graded. In the Adams school the recent increase in numbers 
has necessitated the separation of the fourth and fifth grades 
from the first and second and the hiring of a new teacher. 
It is confidently expected that further subdivisions will soon 
be made. 

SIZE OF SCHOOLS. 


Sec. 14, Chap. 236, of the Acts of 1886, provides that: 
“In every public school haying an average of fifty scholars, 
the school district or town to which such school belongs. 
shall employ one or more female _assistants unless such 
district or town votes to dispense with such assistant.” 

This statute, like all Massachusetts legislation on the 
school system, is conservative in spirit. Fifty is fixed as the 
maximum number of pupils which can, under the most fayor- 
able circumstances, be allotted to one teacher. Prominent 
educators agree that this limit can be successfully approxim- 
ated, if at all, only in the high and grammar schools of a per- 
fectly graded system. Primary instruction is essentially 
individual in character, and a class of more than ten or 
twelve members is not desirable. In the upper grades 
classes may be considerably increased in size, but here ex- 
cess in nuinbers should be carefully avoided. In general it 

_, 38 believed that thirty in primary and forty in higher grades 
is the largest number of pupils which can advantageously be 
entrusted to one teacher. 

By reference to the tables of attendance in the appendix it 
will be seen that in two of the three schools in the Adams 
building the numbers already exceed the above limits. With 
the increased enrollment which may always be expected in 
the spring months, especially in the primary department. and 
with our population largely augmented by the recent estab- 
lishing of extensive shops and factories, 2 conservative esti- 
mate of the number of children of school age in Millis 
Sept. 1, 1892, would probably be 230, Of this number 70 
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or 80 per cent. must be provided for at the central village, 
thus necessitating the immediate erection of a school-house of 
at least three, and preferably of four or more, rooms. 


LANGUAGE. 


It may truthfully be said that no one branch of learning 
is of greater importance than that of language. By language, 
spoken or written, man receives and communicates a very 
large proportion, practically almost all, of his knowledge. 
If, as is almost invariably the case, the medium through 
which our ideas are transmitted be not absolutely transpar- 
ent, the resulting images must be blurred and imperfect. 

The systematic study of this subject by talking, copying, 
and dictation, can not be taken up too early nor pursued too 
thoroughly. Some one of the numerous excellent text-books 
recently published should be supplied in the third or fourth 
year of the course and technical grammar introduced in the 
eighth and ninth years. Accuracy and fluency of expression 
should be cultivated in all grades by frequent exercises in 
composition and letter writing. A regular and intelligent 
use of the dictionary should be required of pupils of the 
sixth, and often of those of the fifth year. 


HISTORY AND GEOGRAPHY. 


These closely connected subjects should be taught, in an 
elementary way, in the earliest years of school: the former by 
means of interesting stories, simple historical facts and short 
memory gems; the latter by “home geography,” the mould- 
ing board and an examination and discussion of foreign and 
domestic productions and articles of commerce. When the 
study of a text-book is begun, the subjects should be care- 
fully analyzed and presented topically. In this connection 
the advantage of possessing a school library containing a few 
standard works of biography and history, travels and geo- 
graphical readers, is very great. 
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READING. 


The work in reading has been improved by a strict adherence 
to the principles of the “word method” and by the adoption of 
the Davis’ Series of Readers. In addition to the regular series 
a large amount of supplementary matter for sight reading is 
needed. After the first five years, selections from the best 
authors, which can now be obtained at small expense, may 
be used almost exclusively for this purpose. 

It is a fact too often forgotten that the aim of instruction 
in reading is, not so much the developing of elocutionists and 
public readers, as of persons who will comprehend the ideas 
of which the printed words are the symbols. Nine-tenths of 
the reading done after leaving school is silent reading. 
Teach the child to thoroughly master the thonght, and em- 
phasis and expression will follow as a matter of course. 
Distinct articulation, proper position, ete., are important, but 
not the only ends to be attained. In this. as in other 
branches, the judicious use of the dictionary is indispens- 


able. 
ARITHMETIC. 


In arithmetic the work, while uniformly good, is suscep- 
tible of improvement. More attention may profitably be 
paid to accuracy and rapidity in mental work and in the 
fundamental processes. More stress should be placed upon 
the mastering of principles than upon the learning of rules. 

“A thorough comprehension of fractions, common and decimal, 
will do much to insure success in subsequent subjects. 
. DRAWING. 

Tt is recommended that, agreeably to the provisions of the 
Public Statutes, the study of drawing be introduced into our 
schools, the necessary books and models be procured, and 
the services of a special instructor be secured, if possible. 


COURSE OF STUDY. 


While recognizing fully the necessity of allowing the in- 
dividuality of the teacher free scope in accomplishing desired 
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results, it is believed that these results can best be attained 
by allotting to each grade its proper share of work, and 
holding that grade strictly responsible therefor. In accord- 
ance with this belief, and with a vote of the Union Commit- 
tee of the district to that effect, the superintendent is 
preparing a uniform course of study for the towns of Hollis- 
ton, Medway, and Millis. 

It is hoped the course will be completed and ready for 
adoption at the beginning of the Fall Term of the present 
year. In general, it may be said the course, as at present 
planned, will provide for a more complete and satisfactory 
grading, and for more attention being given to Science and 
Nature work, and Language. 


PROMOTIONS. 


A method, in accordance with the provisions of which, 
promotions from one room, or from one grade to another, shall 
be made, is a necessity in any system of schools. The number 
of plans by which this is at present accomplished in this 
State is probably fully equal to the number of persons and 
committees having the matter in charge. A perfectly satis- 
factory, equitable system of promotion is yet to be devised. 
Every supervisor and superintendent has one, at least, with 
which he is now experimenting. 

The following rules for promotion, which have been 
adopted by the respective committees of Holliston and Millis, 
are the result of considerable study, inquiry and experience, 
and are believed to be thoroughly just, fair and practical : 


RULES FOR PROMOTION. 


1. Each teacher shall, at the end of each week, estimate 
and record each pupil’s standing in his several studies. 
This estimate shall be based upon the teacher's honest judg- 
ment of the pupil’s proficiency as indicated by his thorough- 
ness in daily recitation, his degree of application, and his 
general understanding of the subjects taught. 
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2. The teacher shall make a monthly report to the parent 
or guardian of each pupil, showing his attendance and de- 
portment, and his standing for the month in each study, said 
report to be returned to the teacher by said parent or 
guardian, after affixing his signature thereto. In this record 
of scholarship, 90 — 100 per cent. shall be marked Ex.; 
80— 90 per cent., G.: 70 —80 per cent., F.; and anything 
below 70 per cent.. Un. The exact mark of each pupil in 
each study shall be kept by the teacher, privately, for his own 
use and that of the superintendent, in determining the ayer- 
age of the pupil for the year. 

3. Twice a year or oftener, the teacher or superintendent, 
or both, shall give written tests in each of the different 
studies. These tests shall. as a rule, be given without pre- 
vious notice to the pupils. 

4. The average of the daily work in each study, and the 
average of said written tests, shall be reckoned of equal 
value in deciding the annual promotions. All pupils whose 
standing is 70, or over, in each study of the grade, and whose 
deportment is satisfactory, shall be promoted without special 
examination. A pupil whose ayerage is below 70 in not 
more than three studies, and not below 60 in more than one 
of these, may be promoted on trial, if, in the teacher's judg- 
ment, his diligence and faithfulness are such as to render it 
probable he can perform the work of the higher grade. 

5. These rules, so far as applicable, shall govern promo- 
tions in the High School, but a standing of at least 70 per 
cent. in the essential studies throughout the course must be 
maintained to entitle a pupil to a diploma. 

6. The superintendent shall be empowered to remove a 
pupil to a lower grade whenever it is apparent from the 
character of his work, that he is not fitted to pursue the work 
of the grade. 

This plan seems, for several reasons, to be Superior to that 
of an annual written examination for promotion. 

(1.) A better average of work is attained. The induce- 
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ment to defer serious work until just before the annual 
examination, and to then depend upon “cramming,” is re- 
moved. 

(2.) Promotion, or non-promotion, is determined by a 
series of tests by the superintendent, in connection with an 
average of the daily work for the year, instead of making 
everything depend upon a single test, the result of which, 
owing to physical conditions, personal characteristics, ete., is 
always largely a matter of chance. 

(3.) The advantage of regularly recording and com- 
municating to the parent or guardian the daily work of the 
pupil is very great. 

(4.) ‘The preparation of the tests, marking of the papers 
and final decision as to advancing the pupil, is in the 
hands of the superintendent, a person presumably familiar 
with the schools as a whole, and, for that reason, better fitted 
to decide questions of this kind than individual teachers. 

(5.) By this plan possible errors in marking, due to per- 
sonal friendship or prejudice on the part of a given teacher, 
are largely neutralized. 

(6.) More time can be allowed for separate tests than is 
possible in an annual examination. Pupils are thus enabled 
to give more full and accurate answers to questions. 

(7.) There is less excitement in individual cases as to 
the result of a given examination. This may usually be fore- 
told from the monthly report. 

(8.) Comparisons of yearly averages, hair-splitting over 
tenths of one per cent., and consequent ill-feeling between 
pupils, and, in some instances, their respective parents, is 
avoided. 

(9.) Since it is extremely rare and well-nigh impossible 
that a pupil with a very poor monthly average should secure 
a very high percentage in the tests given by the superin- 
tendent, the cards become accurate indices of the pupil’s 
chances of promotion. The parent is thereby charged with 
knowledye of his child’s standing, and, in case of failure, 
cannot lay the blame upon the teacher. 
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TEACHERS’ LIBRARY. 


The past decade has been remarkable for its wonderful 
progress in the arts and sciences. Especially is this true of 
pedagogical methods and literature. To keep pace with the 
rapid advance in all branches of his art the earnest teacher 
feels the need of devoting much time and study to the latest 
productions of its masters. The uniformly small salaries at 
present paid our teachers do not admit of the formation of 
extensive private libraries by them. It is, therefore, no more 
than just that every town should furnish a pedagogical 
library, more or less complete, in proportion to its means, for 
the use of its corps of teachers. 

The formation of such libraries has been suggested to the 
committees of the respective towns of the district, and the 
idea has been fayorably received. For $20 or $25. the 
nucleus of a fairly satisfactory collection of the best works 
on Psychology, Pedagogy and School Management in gen- 
eral, as well as the latest monographs on History, Physiology, 
Geography, etc.. can be obtained. By a subsequent small 
annual outlay and a judicious temporary exchange of books 
by the different towns a healthful growth in methods and 
teaching may be promoted, and a good. working, professional 
library be ultimately secured. 

One of the three towns of the district has already voted 
the necessary funds to carry out this project. It is hoped 
the other two will soon follow its example. 


PUPILS’ LIBRARY LIST. 


The amount of pernicious, debasing literature furnished to 
and devoured by school children is amazing. The train-boy, 
the circulating library, and the mails combine to flood our 
homes with highly-colored pictures, cheap fiction and stories 
of impossible adventure. The daily papers are constantly 
announcing the departure of some misguided youth, inflamed 
by the perusal of this incendiary stuff, for the West. to fight 
impossible Indians and rob imaginary stage coaches. Of 
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what is infinitely more harmful, because more common, the 
rapid and sure destruction in the young of all love for 
and appreciation of good books, we hear but little. 

The remedy for this is to early teach and encourage the 
child to read and to furnish him proper books. “If a boy or 
girl gets nothing more from his schooling than a taste for good 
reading, he has been amply repaid for his time and labor.” 

Millis possesses a library, which, though small as yet, 
comprises many new and well selected books. With the de- 
sign of enabling the library to assist, as libraries should 
always do, as far as possible, in the education of the young, 
as well as of those of maturer age, by teaching them to un- 
derstand and appreciate our best authors by early familiarity 
with their works, the superintendent has prepared a list of 
books especially adapted to the needs of children of the 
different grades. 

It is hoped that the list, which will soon be published, may 
be frequently consulted, and teachers and parents are re- 
quested to co-operate to that end. 


CONCLUSION, 


Tn conclusion, the superintendent desires to express his 
sincere appreciation of the uniform kindness of the commit- 
tee, the teachers, and the public generally, and to extend his 
thanks to any and all for assistance rendered.
